$a ASPIRATED STOPS $A The aspirated stops "though not rare, are noticeably less frequent than 
other consonants, and in many cases the speakers identify forms containing them as loanwords. 
Sometimes variant forms occur with and without aspiration." (p.181f) 

$a LONG VOWELS $A "Only the vowel 'a' shows a distinction in length, and only before a final 

consonant Otherwise all vowels are phonetically long when final, and of indeterminate and 

varying duration when medial." (p. 183) 

$a STRESS $A Not mentioned in source. 

$a SYLLABLE $A C(G)V(V)(C) $A /a- long/ occurs before C; diphthongs occur only without final C. 
$A Examples include words with initial /glottal stop/ but none with initial V. $A initial C: 
any C or G $A initial CC: /glottal stop, k, eng, h, yod/ + /w/; /p, b, m/ + /yod/ $A final C: 
/p, t, k, m, n, eng, yod, w/ $A diphthongs (VV or VG): /i , epsilon, a, a-long/ + /w/; /a, 
a-long, u, o-open/ + /yod/J /i , i-trema, u/ + /schwa/; /a/ + /i-trema/ 

$a TONE $A domain of tone: syllable 

$A No exact point of articulation is specified for any consonant. No manner of articulation is 
given for /r/. 

$A "For /yod/, speakers .. .of ten have [z3 or tz-hacekJ when pronouncing words very distinctly in 
isolation; this appears to be due to Vietnamese education, resulting in Vietnamese-like 
'teaching' pronunciation which disappears in normal speech." (p. 182) 

$A The mid tone is "slightly lower than mid." (p. 181) 

$A The /higher-mid/ tone has "a slight rise toward the end," while the /high/ tone has "a 
slight rise and fall toward the end." Both are "very infrequent" with syllables ending in 
stops, (p. 181 ) 
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515 30 $A /g/ is "so extremely rare as to be considered marginal to the system." (p. 182) 

515 31 $A /r/ is realized as tethJ in the closely related dialect of Cha Pa. (p. 182) 

515 32 $A /schwa/ is "not infrequent when final, but extremely rare with final consonant," (p. 182) 

515 60 $A /v/ becomes ltd when not in syllable initial position. iQedney notes the complementary 
distribution, but uses both symbols in his transcription, (p. 182)) 

515 61 $A /schwa, i-trema/ become glides as the second element of diphthongs. Gedney writes the 
former, a "centering" element, as "a," the latter as "yod-trema." (p.182f) 
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
